ed Invasion of constitutional rights " 


The ruling was concurred In by Jus- 


tices McKean and Deuel. Judge Olm- 
stead declared that the Law was das* 
legislation and said In bis decision 


T$ labor and employ labor are inherent 
and Inalienable rights of our citizens and 
cannot be taken away tn whole or In part 
unless upon the broad ground of public 
good which must be apparent and cannot 
be predicated upon legisUtUe dictum 


It may be stated as a well settled legal

'legislature enacts a statute such as that 
under consideration, it ma*t be admitted 
that It has infringed.

THE CORDIAL RECEPTION given Secretary 


Root in Rio Janeiro waa doubtless due partly to'his 
position as a high official of the United States Gov- 
ernment and the official representative of tht* coun- 
ry at the Pan-American Conference, but It ts also 
an evidence that South America I* responding to the 
desire of the United States for closer political and 
commercial relations. During the last two or three 
year* American interest In the affair* of South 
America has been stimulated to an unwonted degree. 
Our people h'ave begun to realize that In Ignoring 
the great' continent to the south they have missed 
Commercial opportunities aa valuable aa those of the 
Orient and second only to the openings in Europe 
which have been so profitably cultivated. It was to 
mprew the South Americana with the Sincerity of 
he desire for a better understanding that Secretary 
Root went to Rto, and there are good Indications 
hat hi* visit will produce important results. 


In 1870 the total, commerce of all of the countries 


n this hemisphere south of the United States wa* 
bout $700,000,000, but in 1905 this had grown to $1,- 
93,000,000. Last year the United States sold to them 
goods worth $190,000.000 and bought from them prod- 
wets amountl^ to $380,000.000. Mexico now buys 5S 
per cent of her Imports from this country. Cuba, 
Colombia and Central America buy 46 per cent of 
their purchases here, but the American exports to 
the countries farther south do not make so satisfac- 
tory a »howlng. We *upply 18 per cent of Peru's, 
Imports, 14 per cent of 
_,• rgentlna's, 11 per cent of 


Brazil's and 10 per cent of "h lie's. The bulk of the 
trade of those countries goes to England and Ger- 
many.
